Nearly 400 Theaters Affected by Walkout in 
Windy City---Shuberts Make Separate 
Agreement With Musicians 


Nation-Wide Strike Is Averted 


Orpheum Circuit Settlement Is Based on Compromise---Agree on 
6-Hour Day and 6-Day Week With Wage Increase---New 
York Stagehands and Operators Also Get Raises 


Altho last-minute efforts between union officials and theater owners pre- 
vented a nation-wide strike in Orpheum Circuit houses, the vaudeville and 
motion picture theaters of Chicago are involved in walkout of musicians 


ordered by the local federation. 


Settlement of the controversy involving the Orpheum houses thruout the 
country was based on a compromise in which the main issues were agreed 
upon by both sides, while minor issues will be straightened out later. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.— Approximately 
3,000 musicians employed in the vaude- 
ville and motion picture theaters here 
walked out last night and as a result 
Orpheum vaudeville houses played their 
bills with a piano in each house and the 
movies showed straight pictures without 
music. 

The situation is an unusual! one, as the 
legitimate houses are not as yet affected. 
The Shuberts made a separate settlement 
with the musicians some days ago. As it 
appears now all the big musical shows 
will play tonight as usual. Heads of the 
Orpheum Circuit refused to make any 
statement or to be interviewed. Confer- 
ences were held all day. 

A representative of Balaban & Katz 
said that all the B. & K. and Lubliner 
& Trinz houses were showing straight 
pictures without music or presentations. 
He added that there was no quarrel with 
the musicians’ federation insofar as the 
two chains were concerned, but that the 
blanket strike forced them to take the 
steps named. 

Almost 400 theaters are affected by 
the strike order, which concerns a wage 
demand and which James Petrillo, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Federation of Mu- 
sicians, said is due to differences over 
the duration of a proposed new contract. 
separate agreement negotiated by 
the Shuberts with the musicians is for a 
two-year contract, the players getting a

raise from $72.50 a week to $79. and 
extra musicians from $%2 to $97. Charge 
for rehearsals was raised from $2 to $4. 
The scale covers a week of nine perform- 
ances, or a total playing time of about 
27 hours. The theaters included in this 
agreement are the Olympic, Afholio, 
Princess, Garrick, La Salle, Four Cohans 
and Auditorium. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—Following 
a 15-hour conference between theater 
owners and officials of the Musicians’ 
Union—six hours of which were devoted 
to telephone communication with New 
York officials—an agreement was 
reached satisfactory to both sides. While 
Frank Vincent talked over one wire with 
J. J. Murdock, general manager of the 
Keith-Albee interests, Albert Greenbaun, 
secretary of Musicians’ Union Local No, 
6, talked over the other wire with Joseph 
N. Weber, national president of the 
Musicians’ -I'nion. 

A committee, composed of Irving G. 


Ackerman, representing the theater 
owners, and Frank W. Vincent, general 
manager of the Pacific Coast Orpheum 
Circuit, issued a statement this after- 
noon covering the terms of settlement.

Owen Davis has turned back to the 
trade of his earlier days and, making 
good use of the proverbial machine, has 
shaped another of his blood-curdling 
thrillers for the initial bow of Albert 
Lewis as “an independent producer”, 
The debut in point is not. however, so 
exclusive as the press agent would have 
us believe. Tho the familiar tag of Max 
Gordon no longer chaperons on the pro- 
gram and the financial interest of Sam 
Harris is kept secret, Lewis has. the 
parenthetical support of Donald Davis 
and thereby enters the new generation. 

As associate producer the playwright's 
son is off to a good start. The Donovan 
Affair promises to be profitable. 

With a murder at the rise of the cur- 
tain. another fatal stabbing as the 
climax of the first act, a shooting in the 
second chapter and an attempted stran- 
gling just before the tag, the piece fur- 
nishes plenty of horrors for the lovers 
thereof The fmger of suspicion circles 
upon 11 characters and, of course, keeps 
shifting until the last-minute denouement 
is reached Minor mysteries arise, so- 
cia] scandals are uncovered and all the 
old stunts are put back to work. The 
stuff of which it is made has been seen 
many times before, but Davis’ knack of 
attaining the dramatic overcomes the of- 
fense Except for a padded section of 
the second act, where fragmentary clues 
are discussed at too great length, the 
play sustains interest. As this suffices 
for such entertainment, it seems uncalled 
for to criticize the utter impossibility of 
many incidents, the unnaturalness of 
some of the action, the failure to clear 
up innumerable points and the we akness 
of the final confession. However, these 
faults prevent The Donovan Affair from 
being declared anything like supreme in 
its class. 


Davis foregoes the usual “comedy- 
relief” characters and such novelty is 
pleasing.

tional materials of broad farce Martin 
Flavin has attempted to write high 
comedy. The direction and, to a degree, 
the acting live up to the premise. The 
result is not altogether successful. That 
is to say, the box-office employees will 
not be overworked. 

A limited audience will enjoy moments 
of keen amusement—clean, refined and 
often scintillating. A little too fre- 
quently, however, the piece lags into 
dullness; here and there it is a bit thin. 
There is something lacking and, un- 
doubtedly, it is the farcical punch called 
for by the basic elements of the plot. 

The farcical situations which Flavin 
has selected for metamorphosis are trite 
enough. Possibly he chose them for this 
very reason, to make the experiment the 
more interesting. We have the husband 
with a past, the trusting bride and the 
former sweetheart of doubtful intentions. 
We also have the good old reliable bed- 
room, in this case three of them side by 
side along a hotel corridor. There are 
also the usual doors and the nearly usual 
entanglements. But Flavin, very much 
to his credit if not to the ticket sale, 
carefully avoids the bed-room implica- 
tions. Further, his characters are intel- 
ligently drawn caricatures rather than 
people merely exaggerated in the im- 
mediate action of the plot. His lines are 
brittle, not crude, and his climax is 
original, if a bit custom made. But for 
all his commendable pains the piece re- 
mains fundamentally a faree. His treat- 
ment of the diréctor and the restraint 
of the players cannot disguise it. One 
is somehow disappointed; expectation is 
not fulfilled. 

Hugh Wakefield scores highly as the 
husband in the triangle. One reason for 
his triumph lies in the fact that he al- 
lows himself to occasionally take things 
into his own hands and broaden the 


action into its rightful classification. 
But there are other reasons. Wakefield 
is extremely natural and actually de-

Cleon Throckmorton has_ cleverly 
worked out the problem of altered set- 
tings for the three rooms that are dis- 
closed in rapid succession, and Iden 
Payne has staged the play with skill, 
keeping in mind the author's desire that 
it should be kept in the higher vein of 
comedy. .

The show is vulgar (tho not in an un- 
clean sense) and beyond all the pales of 
legitimate theater, but it is excruciatingly 
funny Tt—the show—is Miss Moors 
Miss Moore is the show Lavish talk of 
the loud and continuous laughter which 
he extracts, willy-nilly, is quite needless. 
The emeute makes itself heard as far as, 


for all practical purposes, this review can 
matter. 

The play hardly seems to count, ex- 
cept as it is the vehicle for the farceur’s 
vocal slapsticks. But let it be said for 
Author Kaye, if in truth all the insanity 
is not interpolated by Miss Moore, that 
he has supplied the wildest, wooliest con- 


traption imaginable. Burlesque is much too 
mild to deseribe most of it.

The timely gags and wisecracks, crowd-

They are such crudities 
as “You stay here while I go get raset 
and swim the channel”—crudities, but 
irresistible. The whole thing is like a 
pleasant elongation of the most scream- 
ingly funny skit in a revue, the skit that 
is rare indeed in the revues presented re- 
cently Just as Miss Moore ind She 
Couldn’t Say No are drawn from the 
musical field, and exaggerated, so are 
many of the rest of the cast.

There were seven scanes in the first 
part and six scenes in the second part. 
The scenic equipment, gowning and cos- 
tuming were new, classy and colorful. 

The comedy material was of the laugh- 
evoking, applause-getting kind, but the 
comiques fell far short of making their 
final points sufficiently funny to obtain 
what the comedy material merited; the 
musical numbers and dancing ensembles 
were all that could be desired. 

Nellie Nice, the featuted feminine. in 
a leading lady role, worked the scenes 
up well, and in her numbers put pep and 
personality aplenty into her singing and 
dancing. Nellie has lost hone of her 
charming personality, and evidences the 
fact that she has been reducing. 

Charles (“Bud") Dameron, in an ec- 
centric Dutch characterization, handled 
his comedy well, but he should put more 
pep into his lines and actions. Ed. John- 
son, in a typical burlesque tramp char- 
acterization, worked along the lines of 
least resistance, as his former aggressive- 
ness was lacking Helen Manning, an 
ever smiling, bobbed brunet. singing and 
acrobatic dancing soubret, with a slender 
shapely form, was irresistible, and fully 
merited the repeated encores given her 
every number. Helen, in boy attire, put 
over a specialty that could have held the 
stage indefinitely. 

Dorothy Reed, a personally attractive 
bobbed blonde ingenue, with a statuesque 
carriage, was good to look at, but not so 
good to listen to, as her delivery of lines 
in scenes and singing of lyrics at times 
were unintelligible. A few lessons in 
elocution, enunciation and vocalism will 
aid Dorothy materially. 

Floyd DeForest, a likable young chap, 
with distinct delivery of lines, is evi- 
dently new to burlesque, therefore mis- 
cast as a straight man, whereas he would 
make an acceptable juvenile. 

Vernon Gilmore, in character straight 
roles, evidenced former dramatic acting 
ability, but reads his lines in a monotone 
lacking emphasis. Gilmore had a scene 
on an island as a sea captain, making a 
delayed confession of murder to his 
daughter, Ingenue Reed, in which both 
had the lines for a dramatic recital par 
excellence, that if delivered with emo- 
tional emphasis would have held their 
auditors spellbound, but they both failed 
to put their lines over forthe desired 
effect. 

Tillie Hart. a pretty bobbed brunet, 
stepped out of line to lead the girls’ en- 
semble in a singing number with silk 
ribbons to the audience for encores. 
Babe Mason, an ever smiling. pretty. pe- 
tite, bobbed brunet, stepped out of line to 
work in several scenes and put over a 
singing and dancing specialty in which 
she evidenced real talent and ability that 
merits advancement. Cleo Masoner, a 
pretty, petite chorister, appeared to good 
advantage as an accompanist on the 
saxophone in a musical specialty. 

The chorus was all that could be de- 
sired in youth, beauty, talent and ability, 
singing in harmony and dancing in unison 
in many and varied picturesque en- 
sembles. 

Taken as a whole the production ful- 
filled all the requirements. 

A careful supervision of the presenta- 
tion at every performance from the front 
by Ed. Douglas, a former principal 
comique of burlesque, now manager of 
this company, will doubtJess result in his 
direction to the masculine principals to 
speed up their lines and action and give 
sufficient emphasis to both to make their 
points sufficiently fast and funny to merit 
the laughter and applause of the patrons.

The booking of the Aristocrats, an at- 
traction that was developed by David 
strictly for the picture houses, turns the 
tide of Vitaphone requirements to this 
and the vaudeville field. With = the 


‘premiere of Vitaphone recently at the 


Varner Theater, its sponsors offéred 
thort films introducing Anna Caée, Gio- 
vanni Martinelli, Mischa Elman, Marion 
Talley and other renowned concert stars, 
in brief vocal or musical numbers, and 
for the opening of The Better ’Ole next 
month they have obtained Al Jolson, El- 
sie Janis and the Howard Brothers. The 
booking of these “names”, costing con- 
siderable money, haa been done by War- 
ner Brothers, it is generally admitted, 
to put the Vitaphone over on a grand 
scale, and while Warners will continue t6 
engage artistes from the concert and 
musical comedy fields, it will also find it 
necessary to “fill in’ open spots with 
acts of less importance and cost. These 
will have to be found in the vaudeville 
and presentation fields. 


Foreign-Made Meller Film

the film were sold on a similar contract 
to the three parties named in the injunc- 
tion action.

The Toronto double-feature ban, im- 
posed recently in an ostensible effort to 
take away from the independent exhibi- 
tors their only chance of fighting com- 
petition from the first-run and circuit- 
controlled houses, has been fought strenu- 
ously by the Canadian theater operators, 
backed by the Motion Picture Theater 
Owners of America. Inhibition of dou- 
ble-feature programs was placed on the 
Toronto exhibitors following a_ similar 
move in Cleveland Shortly after the 
M. P. T. O. A. decided to battle the situ- 
ation with Cleveland, the test center for 
court action. The double-feature con- 
dition is expected to be changed follow- 
ing the Toronto victory. 


M. P. T. O. A. Kicks Back 
At Film Board Decision 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—The recent de- 
cision of the Department of Justice. giv- 


ing the Film Boards of Trade a clean! 
bill of health after a prolonged investi- 


gation of charges of violation of the 
anti-tru&t laws, is attacked, more in- 
ferentially than direct, in an article in 
the current Official Bulletin of the Mo- 
tin Picture Theater Owners of America, 
which was instrumental in causing the 
film board investigation. 

It follows: 

“Acting on the information presented 
to it and making such inquiry as the 
situation seemed to warrant, the De- 
partment of Justice has issued a state- 
ment that the Film Boards of Trade, as 
such, are not violations of law This is 
@ companion decision to that mromul- 
gated a few weeks ago to the effect that 
the music trust was not a trust. With 
all due respect to the Department of 
Justice, its action in this relation seems 
somewhat on a par with a move said to 
have been made in one of the State courts 
some time ago by the makers of a popu- 
lar drink. They charged themselves ‘in 
a roundabout way with having encain> 
in the drink. Then thev presented the 
evidence they wanted to have introduced 
and, of course, there was no ‘coke’ in 
the evidence and they were given a clear 
bill of legal health. The advertising re- 


_ sults were very gratifying 


“The Department of Justice, however, 
tells the Film Boards of Trade that they 
must discard the practice which required 
certain deposits on film purchases and 
used as a ‘squeeze’ move among the ex- 
changes. That was practically the big 
complaint and the Film Boards of Trade 
have been ordered to discontinue it. That 
was restraint of trade. By removing the 
restraint elements from the ‘corpus 
delicti’, of course, it became a legal en- 
tity. as our lawyer friends would say. 

“That is exactly what complaining ex- 
hibhitors wanted. When other practices 
are introduced, if at all, to affect undue 
restraints upon exhibitors, it will fur- 
nish the basis for other complaints. 

“Rut in neither instance did the De- 
partment of Justice give the subject that 
measure of scrutiny which would attend 
actual court actioén. Tt was somewhat on 
a par with an inquiry without the defi- 
nite assistance of the parties involved.” 


Film Salesmen’s Promises 
Root of Many Complaints 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—The cause of 
75 per cent of the complaints in cases 
before the arbitration board in Western 
Pennsylvania is traceable to the neglect 
of exhibitors in requiring film salesmen 
to put their promises into the contracts, 
according to Fred Herrington, secretary 
of the M. P. T. O. of Western Pennsyl- 
vania In a circular to the members of 
his unit he advises them against takine 
the word of the film salesmen for granted, 

“There is at the present time,” the cir- 
cular states, “approximately 150 cases 
now pending before the arbitration board. 
About 75 per cent of them were placed 
by the exchanges and the exhibitors are 
claiming they were oversold. They say 
that the salesmen promised a readjust- 
ment if the pictures did not ‘go over’ 
but when they appear before the board 
they have nothing to prove this state- 
ment.” ; 

The national organization of the M. 
P. T. O. A. particularly since the recent 
contract fight with the distributors, 
warned theater owners to get every. 
thing in writing in their contracts.

A 
sure wav to sure hangnails is to do one’s 
own manicuring. First soak the tips of 
the fingers in warm soapy water for 
about 10 minutes. Dry them and apply 
Healing Cuticle Cream over the nail and 
cuticle. Gently massage the cream into 
the cuticle, adding a drop of water. The 
effect of this massage will be to shrink 
the cuticle and loosen dead particles. 
Then work back the cuticle with a towl 
or very soft orangewood stick and 
cleanse beneath the nails with the cream. 
Once you have followed this method of 
manicuring you will always be your own 
manicurist. After the first treatment, 
‘only a few minutes, several times a 
week. are necessary to keep the nails in 
healthy condition. The cream, which is 
75 cents a jar, is also used as a whitener 
for the hands.

OSTRICH PROMINENT IN 
CARROLL 1926 VANITIES 


‘The vogue for ostrich feather trim- 
mings finds lavish expression in the Earl 
Carréll Vanities’ of 1926. Vying with 
ostrich for prominence and oftentimes 
uniting with it are rhinestones, metal 
brocades and metal laces. Departing 
from the overly elaborate revues of for- 
mer years, this year’s Vanities shows a 
gratifying restraint which enables .the 
beholder to “feel” definite expressions of 
color and line, despite the rapid succes- 
sion of scenes. 

Ostrich imparts many softly feminine 
touches, expressed in panels, boas, cor- 
sage and headdress trimming. In some 
instances skirts are made almost ex- 
clusively of ostrich, suggesting a Hawai- 
ian influence.

Falling 
from tthe draped brocade is a deep- 
fringe skirt of orange and silver, ar- 
ranged in alternating panels of the two 
colors. Concealing the left shou!der 
strap are several immense flowers of 
orange-colored chiffon. The opposite 
shoulder strap is of rhinestones.

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How To See Things 


A museum curator, according to The 
Lubbock (Tex.) Morning Avalanche, 
has threatened to hang out a con- 
spicuous sign reading “How To See the 
Museum”. : 

The instructfons underneath this head 
will be short and sweet. They will 
read : 

“See a lot by coming often and going 
away soon.” : 

Think this over for a few minutes 
and you will get the point. ’ 

It is surprising how much more fas- 
cinating a museum becomes when it is 
treated as this curator suggests. In- 
stead of a great mass of , bewildering, 
strange things, one sees a few interest- 
ing objects, finds out what they are and 
where they come from, and rather en- 
javs the feeling of having learned 
something new. 

Too many persons -simply dash thru 
‘museums at top speed. This is one of 
the great weaknesses of European 
tourists. They “do” galleries and mu- 
seums full of rich treasures in a day— 
or in an hour or two—and then depart 
with a confused memory and a painful 
consciousness of tired eyes and aching 
bodies. 

The samegprinciple applies to seeing 
circuses, carnivals, fairs, exhibitions 
and amusement parks. 

The circus, for example, is a travel- 
ing zoo, and as such'it is as much an 
educational instittition as any perma- 
nently located zoo. Its chief difference, 
aside from its peripatetic nature, is that 
it has been made highly entertaining 
instead of just educational. ° 

So the understanding parent takes 
his smal! children to the circus grounds 
in order that they may have a chance to 


make a slow inspection of the mar- 
velous animals and exhibitions on view. 
From the side show to the big top, the 
wondering youngsters take in all the 
sights and store away the impressions 
as only children can. 

Later these impressions, especially 
those derived from the strange and wild 
animals,*are eagerly related to any in- 
quirer. 

The fact that the circus comes to 
town only once in a while, and thus 
never gives the people a chance to see 
too much of it, is one of the chief rea- 
sons for its lasting popularity. 

By its very character it imposes upon 
the public the museum curator’s excel- 
lent dictum, “See (and learn) a lot by 
coming often and going away soon.” 


New Viedk Actors 


There used to be a time when the 
leading actors of this country were 
known as American actors. 

But noWadays most good actors are 
simply “New York actors”. 

Joseph Jefferson’s Rip Van Winkle 
was not a thing of 40 weeks on Broad- 
way. 

It was an American institution. 

Edwin Booth, too, was American and 
traveled from Coast to Coast. 

So did Richard Mansfield, John Drew, 
Mawde Adams, Mrs. Fiske, Otis Skin- 
ner, E. H. Sothern and Julia Marlowe, 
all of whom toured the country regu- 
larly, 

Consequently the American people 
were in touch with great plays and 
great acting thru the great actors on 
the road. 

But now the sphere of the gifted 
actor is limited to New York and a few 
of the larger cities. 

If he really wants to reach the great 
American public—and wants to reach 
it the worst way—he can go into the 
movies. 


Up Stage and Down 


Agting is a profession in which it is 
easy to become egotistical—so egotis- 
tical that further progress becomes ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Success seems to go to the heal more 
rapidly in the theater than elsewhere. 

Often it ecomes suddenly—sometimes 
overnight. 

The player who achieves it thus has 
had no time to gain balance. 

Some trait of personality, some part 
which is suited exactly to the charac- 
ter, or some unique talent results in a 
hit. 

And the next day the other actors in 
the cast, many of whom probably helped 
the new “star” to make his hit, discover 
that in the opinion of the lucky one they 
are very inferior human beings. 

It is difficult for a young man or a 
young woman to realize that the lines 
of the author which made a tremendous 
impression on the audience were not 
coined on the spot by the one who spoke 
them. 

It is hard for them to understand 
that the heroism or pathos which evoked 
admiration or sympathy were not their 
personal qualities. 

And so, when they make their hits 
too soon, it frequently happens that 
they strut their little hour on the stage 
and then are heard no more. 

Great actors, however, seldon are up 
stage. 

The late Richard Mansfield was testy 
and temperamental and hard\to get 
along with, but he was not overburdened 
with pride in his achievements. 

Irving, Tree,’ Booth, Lillian Russell 
and many other great stars have been 
delightful personalities and the idols of 
the companies in which they played. 

Their reputations may have soared, 
but they never allowed their ego to get 
the best of them. 

They remained down stage with the 
great army of actors and actresses, and 
by so doing they not only spread in- 
spiration and encouragement among 
their fellow workers, but maintained 
the balance that made their success last- 
ing and endeared themselves to those 
of their time as well as to posterity. 


Fall Business Outlook 


An analysis of the business reports 
of the last several weeks, and particu- 
larly of the week just passed, indicates 
that business holds out the promise of 
continued prosperity. 

There are no signs of sensible de- 
cline, altho there is an equal lack of 
promise in the way of expansion be- 
vond the usual seasonal rise. 

The actual trend, of course, cannot 
be determined until autumn and _ its 
greater activity arrive, but meanwhile 
the outlook augurs favorably. 

With good weather, the fair and ex- 
position season should attract one of 
the largest country-wide attendances on 
record. 

Receipts, too, should show a gain. 

A few sections have been hit by too 
much rain in the month of July, but 
this may be outbalanced by the abun- 
dance of prosperity in other territories. 

Out in Oklahoma, where crops have 
been exceptionally good and the people 
are hungry for shows of all kinds, there 
seems to be a conspiracy afoot on the 
part of the movie interests to keep 
every traveling show out of the State. 
This movement is particularly directed 
at the tent shows, which are beset by 
higher license fees, discriminatory legis- 
lation and, in some towns lately, the 
refusal of electric power with which to 
light up the grounds and operate the 
rides and amusement devices. 


Repertory in Schools 


In addition to the growing importance 
and possibilities of municipal audi- 
toriums as a means of providing a home 
in the smaller cities for legitimate pro- 
ductions which are gradually being 
forced out of the regular theaters, there 
is increasing hope for the preservation 
of the drama thru the medium of the 
public schools, colleges and universities. 

The success of the Coffer-Miller 
Players, the first organization in 
America to establish and maintain a 
circuit of high schools for the presen- 
tation of classic plays performed by 
professional artists, furnishes sufficient 
proof that traveling companies for 
schools have an excellent field. 

Practically all of the schools being 
built now are including an auditorium 
which can be used for visiting attrac- 
tions as well as for school and local 
affairs. 

Eventually there will be enough of 
these auditoriums stretched across the 
country to make up several good cir- 
cuits. 

For rehabilitating the legitimate 
stage, and for instilling a love of the 
drama in children at an early age, 
there could be nothing better than regu- 
lar presentations in these school, col- 
lege and municipal auditoriums, 


The Comedy Shortage 


A fiction writer, some years ago, 
prefaced one of his stories with the 
observation that “there is not enough 
happiness in this world to go around, 
and the brand that will please every- 
body has not yet been found.” 

This truism may be fittingly para- 
phrased to read that “there is not 
enough comedy on the stage to go 
around, and the brand that will please 
everybody—especially all the critics— 
never will be found.” 

Stage comedy, however, is not such 
an elusive quantity as real life happi- 
ness. 

A little of it can be manipulated to 
go a long way—with the public. 

But not with the critics. 

Few comedies, musical comedies, 
farces or révues contain enough comedy 
to suit the sophisticated first-night 
regulars. 

Their eternal wail is “not enough 
comedy”. 

The audience may break out with a 
laugh a minute. It may roar till the 
seats are shaken out of their places. 
3ut as long as the critic does not find 
a goodly number of witticisms that 
are total strangers to his hard-hoiled 
risibilities he will complain that there 


is a shortage of comedy in the show. 

Stage comedy, after all, is concocted 
for the benefit of the public, not for the 
critics. The average person attends 
less than half a dozen legitimate shows 
in the course of a season, so his idea 
of new, good and sufficient comedy js 
not the same as that held by reviewers 
who see practically every show that is 
produced. 

But the critics never seem to take 
this into account. They overlook the 
fact that jokes and comedy bits may be 
familiar to them but new to 60 per cent 
of the audience—and effective on 90 
per cent. 

The reviewer who best serves his 
galling is the one who reports, not how 
his own ego is affected by the play, but 
how the AUDIENCE reacts to it. 

In the final analysis the reviewer is— 
or should be—nothing more than a re- 
porter, The play is the story he js 
assigned to cover. Whatever pleasure 
there may be for him in the occasion 
should be a purely incidental matter 
and should not influence his report of 
the honest facts. 

Too many reviewers and critics are 
nothing but fault finders who think in 
terms of style instead of in terms of 
genuine reviewing or criticism, and 
very often when one of these gentle- 
men complains about not enough com- 
edy it is merely because he didn’t find 
any new wisecracks which he could 
lift and use in padding out his re- 
view! 


| Cores and Encores 


Publicity madness played its full part 
in the obsequies of Rudolph Valentino. 


London is to provide its dock laborers 
with a little theater in which Shake- 
speare’s plays will be presented by well- 
known actors at an admission fee of 
two pence, less than the cost of movies. 


Why will a town which depends upon 
outside trade for its prosperity—if not 
fom its very existence—attempt to bar 
traveling shows because they are “out- 
side” attractions? 


Elbert Hubbard said: “I go to Hot 
Springs, not because I am an invalid, 
but because I do not want to be one.” 
Now you know what's the matter with 
the legitimate road show business in 
this country. It didn’t go to Hot 
Springs in time! 


Frank J. Rembusch advocates that 
films should reach the screen only thru 
actual merit, in an open market and not 
by duress. The principle should be ex- 
tended bevond the films. ALL enter- 
tainment should he given a chance to 
reach the public on merit, in an open 
market and without duress. 


The moving picture producing com- 
panies are buving and building theaters 
in all directions on the ground that they 
must have houses of their own or they 
cannot sell their pictures. Why dont 
the outdoor showmen get together and 
buy up a few circuits of lots so that 
they will be assured of a regular loca- 
tion in each town they play? 


Max Reinhardt tried to settle his en- 
tertainment tax debt to the city govern- 
ment of Berlin by offering free theater 
tickets to the amount of his bill, the 
tickets to be distributed among the citys 
unemployed. But the government turned 
down the proposal and expressed a 
preference for coin to he used in buy- 
ing what. the unemployed needed most 
—food and clothing.

On Long Island 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., Sept. 4.—C. W. 
Bea}l, the New York banker whose hobby 
is wild animals, has made arrangements 
to establish a zoological garden and cir- 
cus on the Long Beach road, just two 
miles this side of Long Beach. c. 
Matthews and Albert J. Kuppa, Hemp- 
stead real estate brokers, in co-operation 
with William W. Hart, broker of Ocean- 
side, have succeeded in obtaining the land 
for Mr. Beall, about $50,000 having been 
paid for the tract of 10 acres. 

Mr. Beall, who is connected with the 
prominent banking firm of Harris, Forbes 
& Company, is said to own more wild 
animals than there are in the Central 
Park Zoo. He employs about 450 people 
as trainers and performers: in fact, he 
is a trainer himself and he furnishes 
animals to circuses and other amusement 
institutions. The performing elephants 
now at Coney Island belong to him. 

The land just purchased is principally 
for winter quarters for the animals, but 
@ museum will be established and admis- 
sion charged to help pay expenses. It 
is believed that such an institution will 
greatly benefit Nassau County, especially 
Oceanside and Long Beach. 

The museum will include a fine collec- 
tion of live animals, birds, reptiles and 
what is claimed to be one of the best 
caged arenas in existence, with trainers 
and performing animals. There also will 
be educational features, including natural 
history study and days set aside for 
school children. Professors will be pres- 
ent to explain and instruct. Bartel’s, of 
New York, will help to gather the collece 
tion of animals, birds and snakes,

Circus Advertising Headed for Drastic 
Changes 


By CHALMERS LOWELL PANCOAST 


AM going to make a rather startling 
statement—then carefully proceed to 
prove it. 

Some progressive showmen will soon 
adopt the idea of using a national news- 
paper advertising campaign to exploit 
their shows—and cut out the old method 
of advance cars entirely. 

Why is circus advertising headed for 
such drastic changes? Because we are 
living in a speeded-up, jazzed-up era of 
of advertising. The schemes and ideas 
of the slow-going '90s have been drowned 
like so many kittens. 

Great changes have taken place in the 
circus world since the muddy ‘70s, and 
along thru the rough ’80s and colorful 
"90s, but the most remarkable changes 
are taking place right now in the midst 
of this jazzed-up age. 

The circus parade has been passed up 
by many and others are getting the 
economic itch. Time and money must 
be saved. Modern methods, efficiency 
ideas and labor-saving equipment are be- 
ing grabbed and shoved into use. The old 
stake and chain gangs are giving way to 
gasoline pile drivers; hay-making ma- 
chinery is being used to load and unload 
canvas, the slow but picturesque draft 
horse is stepping aside for the speedy 
motor trucks—the hurry-up way that 
gets the equipment out to “the lot” in a 
jiffy. 

In every department of the circus are 
evidences of changes and improvements 
which either save money or help increase 
profits. Living conditions, working con- 
ditions, money-spending and money-mak- 
ing conditions have changed radically. 

Naturally, advertising methods must 
change. The old ideas that have been 
good enough since Barnum started them 
no longer pull the imagination or tug at 
the purse strings as they once did. Cir- 
cuses and carnivals must adapt them- 
selves to the demands of the populace or 
lose money. 

The circus billboard has served its best 
days. With all its red and yellow glare, 
open-mouthed animals—it does not excite 
or arouse the public as it once did. The 
circus poster has lost its great lure. It 
has become too commonplace. All look 
alike, Change the name and date on the 
streamer at the bottom and one poster 
will fit any circus. It is a good re- 
minder and announces a date, but circus- 
goers today demand cireus news. 

The tendency is toward giving this 
news in interesting detail. Nearly all 
circuses run illustrated talks about spe- 
cial acts and features in the local news- 
papers weeks in advance of the circus. 
These news stories mean something. They 
tell the circus lovers what interesting 
things they may expect to see. 


IRCUS advertising is now going thru 
& the same changes that merchandise 
advertising has gone thru. « The 
American public has become advertising 
connoisseurs. It demands details. Peo- 


ple want pictures, but those pictures must 
be of some living thing—a person, animal 
or act with a human-interest story behind 
it. The painted billboard cannot do this. 
It has done its job well, but the time has 
come when it must give way to illustrated 
newspaper advertising 

It has been predicted by many close 
observers of the trend of circus advertis- 
ing that the next move of some clever 
showman will be to use a national adver- 
tising campaign to exploit his show and 
cut out the advance cars entirely. <A 
too radical change—I, hear the challenge. 
Yes, but it is coming as sure as a cat 
has kittens. 

We are a nation of newspaper readers, 
We want news in all its important de- 
tail. This is especially true of the circus. 
We must be sold on some of the wonders 
we wil! find at the circus. Those cir- 
cuses tnat have eliminated the circus 
parade have given their press agents a 
bigger field in which to work. Stories of 
the circus, its people and acts are sought 
by newspapers because it is news. Never 
has there been a time when magazine 
editors were so anxious to secure good 
circus stories and articles as today 

Circus films have met with instant sue- 
cess. Variety, the Emil Jannings master- 
niece, played to crowded houses in New 
York from its first showing. The F. B. 0 
gold bond special, Bigger Than Barnum, 
went over with a bang. 

Newspapers all over the country set 
up a cry against the loss of the circus 
parade. Even tho it meant more ad- 
vertising revenue, they mourned the 
passing of America’s most colorful, 
spectacular and musical pageant. 

Circus fans and circus lovers are in- 
creasing in numbers and they demand 
more intimate and detailed news than 
the posters can ever give. The billboard 
will always have its place as a reminder, 
but it no longer sells the circus as it 
must be sold to the public.

CLIFF HATFIELD was the promoter of 
the big rodeo which was staged at Crystal 
Lake, Okla., August 26, 27, 28. Hatfield, 
who owns the Crystal Lakes resort, con- 
tracted with a number of Comanche In- 
dians to take part in the show. The 
Indian killed a wild buffalo, shooting with 
bow and arrow from their ponies, as in 
the frontier days. The buffalo was bar- 
becued and given to the visitors. There 
was bronc riding, steer riding and rop- 
ing, bulldogging, goat roping and relay 
races and horse racing. The 25 outlaw 
horses belonging to the Roy Mayess 
string participated in the events. 


PORTLAND, Ore, Aug. 26.—At the 
closing session here of the American Hu- 
mane Association the rodeo was the tar- 
get of a barrage from all quarters. 

“Our rules are very strict for rodeos 
and I have always found the rodeo com- 
mittee ready to accept any suggestions,” 
said Walter H. Osborn, secretary of the 
Oakland (Calif.) Society. “My sugges- 
tion is that humane organizations get to- 
gether with secretaries of rodeos and 
gradually eliminate objectionable fea- 
tures.” 

Financial failure of the rodeo will re- 
sult when cruel features are eliminated, 
several members averred, and instances 
were cited in which this had been the case. 
The Pendleton roundup lost money on 
this account last year and many predicted 
it would lose more this year. 


COWBOYS HAVE TWO FEARS, pretty 
girls and death in bed. A cowboy is 
afraid of just one thing—he might die 
suddenly with “boots off”. Otherwise he 
is fearless. This was the observation 
made by Dr. E. Cartwright, now stationed 
at the emergency hospital at the Sesqui- 
centennial Exposition. Dr. Cartwright 
comes from the “wide opén spaces” in 
the West—Fort Worth, Tex—and has 
studied the cowboy for many years. It 
takes much coaxing to make these cow- 
punchers remove their footgear, which, 
with the wide-brimmed sombrero, is 
their proudest wearing apparel, accord- 
ing to the physician. A cowboy will not 
£o near a hospital unless he is virtually 
dragged there. 

“Perhaps a cowboy has broken a rib 
or an arm by being thrown from a wild 
broncho, but virtually nothing will con- 
vince him that the hospital is the place 
for him,” declared Dr. Cartwright. “He 
is more afraid of a doctor than a girl. 
He just won't stay overnight in a hospital. 
His usual whimper is: ‘Ah, say. doe, can’t 
you fix it up so that I won't have to stay 
around long?’ Get him to go to bed? 
He would rather face the wildest brone 
than a hospital room and a nurse. There 
is no special cowboy tradition or conven- 
tion that will explain this antipathy. It 
is a superstition that exists thruout the 
West. Speaking about cowboy clothes, 
they will pay $20 for a pair of boots, $15 
for a hat and $10 or perhaps $15 is the 
limit for a suit of clothes.”"—Denver 
(Col.) Post, August 29.

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Rock Springs Park 
Will Be Modernized 


New Lessee Will Install Equip- 
ment in Riding Devices To 
Cost $98,000 


CHESTER, W. Va.. 
eight thousand dollars’ worth of new 
rides will be installed this winter at 
New Rock Springs Park in readiness for 
the 1927 season, according to C. C. Mac- 
donald, new manager and lessee of the 
playground. 

First will be the addition of a $60,000 
roller coaster with a speedway 2,500 
feet in length. Eight carloads of the 
best fir lumber will be used in making 
the new ride which is to replace the one 
now in the playground which will short- 
ly be dismantled. 

William Densel, of Germantown, Pa., 
whose father invented the merry-go- 
round at Atlantic City, is to erect a 
merry-go-round for Macdonald which 
is to cost $22,000. The ride will be the 
last word in carousel rides, with modern 
trappings, horses and specially construct- 
ed musical apparatus. 

Construction of an airplane swing, to 
be one of the largest in this part’ of the 
country, is to be handled for Macdonald 
by R. N. Anderson, known as the veteran 
swing man of America. He has made 
installations all thru the country. His 
addition to the New Rock Springs ride 
program wil] cost $10,000. Other small- 
er rides will bring the total ride expen- 
diture up to $98,000. 

A new Moorish architectural design is 
to grace the front of the dance hall at 
the park. This will be started immedi- 
ately so that the hall with its improve- 
ments will be ready for dances this win- 
ter. 

Labor Day will be the last opportunity 
to see Rock Springs Park as the people 
of this vicinity now know it, because im- 
provements will be started immediately 
after that dade. 

New Rock Springs, as the renovated 
park is to be called, is to be completely 
changed, improved and put into shape, 
with new lawns taking the place of the 
present tangled undergrowth, new sete 
tings of trees, landscape gardening, en- 
larged pienic facilities, new rides and 
amusements—all are part of the im- 
provement program that is to be begun 
at once. 

The old scenic railway is to be torn 
down and the lumber used for erection 
of other smaller buildings in the park. 
After the whole place has been put in 
good shape, according to Manager Mac- 
donald, the entire group of buildings will 
be given several coats of paint. 

Buildings are to be reroofed ina 
Miami-striped combination and _ board 
walks are to be constructed along the 
shores of the lagoon. 

During the fall and winter the public 
will be jnvited to the park to inspect the 
progress of the new features and changes

He is undisputed high-diving cham- 
pion, winning his laurels in interna- 
tional competition in London, when he 
dove 126 feet into three and a half 
feet of water.

A bomb 
that was intended to soar sky high and 
there blow up in flame exploded pre- 
maturely and instantly killed George 
Hall, an expert with the Hand Fireworks 
Company, of Hamilton, which has been 
giving the fireworks display at the ex- 
hibition for many years. The explosion 
and the scattering of the metal en- 
dangered the performers and Robinson's 
elephants, the latter quartered back of 
the scene.

The old 
high-wheeled sulkies have gone and 
in their stead are vehicles barely 
heavy enough to sustain the driver's 
weight. Ugly, ramshackle buildings 
have given way to permanent build- 
ings—paid out of fair profits—of such 
substantial character that they pro- 
vide adequate space and facilities for 
the many exhibits. 

“The day of the horse and buggy,’ 
the spring wagon, the surreys and 
other horse-drawn vehicles is gone, too, . 
and the county fair’s parking space 
gives the impression that an auto- 
mobile show is in progress. No longer 
are the visitors chewing straws, wear- 
ing their trousers tucked into their 
boot tops or looking back to see why 
a sunbonnet and calico-attired wife 
has fallen behind.

The circus today has become a public 
benefactor. The performances given tor 
charity and local benefits have made a 
tremendous impression on the public. 
These acts of kindness and charity have 
raised the standing of the circus—and 
most people think well of it. They resent 
being fooled or imposed upon by an in- 
stitution which they have learned to ad- 
mire and appreciate. < 

The circus has been doing many things 
which will mean a steady growth in pop- 
ularity and prestige, but exaggerat: d bill- 
posters will destroy all the good will that 
has been built up. 

The most profitable publicity is to 
stick to the truth in circus news, Of 
course, the circus parade, with its blaring 
bands, gold-leafed wagons, _ glittering 
spangles, glaring banners and open dens 
of wild animals, gave a truthful picture 
of what the circus had to offer, but with 
the elimination of the parade there must 
be found some way in which to get before 
the public a true story of the show's line 
of merchandise. 

At the present time the columns of the 
daily and weekly newspapers offer the 
best opportunitis for telling the story of 
the circus. It is predicted that In t ne 
aggressive circus managers will buy full- 
page space to make a big flash. A full-

A story of this kind will register Just 
the same as a cleverly written and at- 
tractively illustrated Sunday magazine 
section feature. A stunt of this kind will 
be seen and read by the thousands of 
newspaper readers. And the peopl will 
learn interesting things about the ning 
circus thru this illustrated publicity tea- 
ture, The true and fascinating story of 
the circus will get into the homes and 
be read and remembered. ; 

The expense of advance car WOrK 
just as sure to be replaced by inte ligent 
national and local newspaper campaigns 
as the circus parade has become unneces- 
sary to drum up business. Th dvance 
car is a costly method of publicity" 
a system as old as the parade, and yet 
has changed little with the passing 
time.

of hundreds of spectators occurred in the 
wards at Florence when the train was be- 
ing unloaded The tunnel car, loaded 
avith the miniature cages, Was being 
shunted onto a track to be unloaded when 
the chain broke at the top of a grade 
and the heavy car started off thru the 
vards, headed for the lower L. & N. 
yards. It was going at passenger speed 
ps it reached the crossing at the main 
treet, where a big crowd and many 
hutos had gathered to watch the unload- 
ing. Fortunately, some one discovered 
the runaway car bearing down on them 
and ‘there was a quick scramble to get 
out of the way. All escaped injury, and 
the car continued on its mad run till it 
crashed into a car loaded with brick and 
was badly damaged. Two of the 
miniature cages were smashed, and an 
animal man who was in the car had his 
right hand smashed. This car and two 
of the stocks were sent to the Southern 
vards at Decatur to be repaired and have 
not as yet been received back on the 
show. It was found that several of the 
parade wagons were badly damaged, and 
four of them were out of the parade at 
Chattanooga. 


The show had a big day here with a 
two-thirds house in the afternoon and the 
big tent jammed at night. The parade 
went out on time and it is estimated that 
at least 10,000 people viewed it along the 
four-mile route, 


The past week has been the most 
eventful one in the history of the show 
and everyone is wondering what is going 
to happen next. Rain, late arrivals, ac- 
cidents, coming and going of performers, 
all have had a tendency to keep everyone 
looking for anything to happen. The 
show got out of the rain after leaving 
Bowling Green, and altho there was a 
late arrival at Clarksville, business was 
very good at the matinee and fair at 
night.
